“a confident tomorrow.”' The mean¬ 
ing ofthe festival is not to be confin¬ 
ed with the ceremony of any sect or 
any ritual, ft cannot all be told in 
music or in flowers or in the wings 
and fire off the most eloquent of ser¬ 
mons. It is not all in the glow of the 
hour of prayer and praise and song. 
It goes far deeper than words can 
utter; it reaches the deepest of the 
tiuths we know, at the very heart of 
our human lives, in their need of 
that which is higher than ourselves, 
and in their aspiration toward that 
which is true eternally. It is each 
man’s resurrection and not that of 
Christ alone on which this day insists 
forever. It is in your power and mine 
to cast off what is of the heart 
earthy, that holds us down to the niun 
(lane and the material. 'Easter is the 
freedom and light, the upspringing 
joy of the emancipation of the soul 
of man. Least of all the festivals is 
it a time for selfish introspection, for 
the backward look and the unprofit¬ 
able resemblance of failure and dis- 
-aster, the sin besetting and the 
shame disfiguring the pattern of our 
human lives.' It is, instead, the time 
for the looking and thinking and act¬ 
ing beyond and away from ourselves 
As ill the solemn and beautiful jubil¬ 
ee we consider the lilies, and hear the 
music, and feel the inspiration of the 
sermon and enter into the radiance 
and the rapture of the morning, let 
us take thought how we may impart 
to other lives and bring to other 
hearts the joy we feel, knowing that 
as we are ministered unto it is our 
duty to minister and to spread 
abroad the message of the Eastertide 
to a world that needs all the cheer 
that any has to give.

This was that those who 
would sell on the British market 
must prepare find pack their products 
in the way that the British market 
likes. Many British producers have 
lost oijt in Canada because they ex¬ 
pected Canada to alter its buying 
habits to suit British production 
methods. Canadian producers who 
expect to market their goods in Bri¬ 
tain must produce what the Britishers 
are accustomed to buying, must pack 
and grade them as the Britisher de¬ 
sires and must adhere to a definite 
marketing policy that insures contin¬ 
uity of grade, supply and marketing 
method.*

SOW ONLY THE BEST 

The use of better quality seed 
grain by farmers throughout the 
province this spring is being urged in 
order to maintain the high standard 
which Alberta crops have established 
in the past. Lack of care in the se¬ 
lection of seed, with the consequent 
lowering in the quality of crop pro¬ 
duced, will very soon reduce the de¬ 
mand for.Alberta wheat on the mar¬ 
kets of the world and correspondingly 
lower the prices received by the 
grower. The remedy for this situa¬ 
tion is largely in the hands of the in¬ 
dividual farmer. The man who sows 
weed seeds with his grain has him¬ 
self to blame for the lowered grading 
he will receive for his crop at the ele¬ 
vator and the dockage imposed. Seed 
drill surveys conducted in the prov- 
ince~by the Dominion Seed Branch in¬ 
dicate that the average seed put into 
the ground grades “rejected’' accord¬ 
ing to legal standards as to the num¬ 
ber of weed seeds present. The thor¬ 
ough use of the fanning mill on all 
seed grain will help the present and 
future crops by checking the spread 
of- weeds which use valuable plant 
food. If a farmer is not in a position 
to purchase registered seed, which 
can he secured from the Provincial 
Seed'Cleaning Plant at Edmonton, he 
can at least use a high quality of 
commercial seed of one of the varie¬ 
ties- of lecognize'd merit. This is 
especially important in the case of 
wheat as a wide variation exists 
among varieties as to their suitabil¬ 
ity for milling purposes. Seed of 
mixed varieties or of an inferior mil¬ 
ling wheat cannot yield the product 
demanded bv the millers.

J. Walter Ings, one of tlie earliest 
cattle men in Alberta, died at La 
Jolla, California, on Thursday, March 
29, following an operation. Mrs. 
Ings and his (laughter, Marjorie, 
were with him until the end came. 
The body will be brought to Calgary 
for interment in the family plot "in 
the Union cemetery, where an infant 
daughter, and a son, George, who 
died in 1916, aged 15, are buried. 
The date of the funeral is not yet 
known. 

Walter Ings came to High River 
district, from Charlottetown, P.E.I.,

An old wound has been opened. 
The question of why other folk are 
forever picking at Ontario people hais 
been revived. This is an ancient mat 
ter, dating from the days when the 
West was toddling to its feet. In 
those times, Winnipeg was the cen¬ 
tre of all. In Winnipeg then, might 
be seen, at any time, at any place, 
groups engaged in grim battle. These 
groups were Ontario versus the Mar- 
itimes, or, one might say the world. 
Because a newcomer, drifting in just 
took time to ask “which is which?” 
and threw in against Ontario. 

Now why ’ “Because” says an old 
timer in whom the old prejudice still 
rankles “these Ontario pilgrims were 
just naturally smug, and sad-eyed, 
and grabbed off tha=—best jobs.” 
Smug? Positively•>*«'-“Grabbed the 
best jobs?. Yes, purely;.through the 
reward of merit. Sad-eyed? Yes, 
unquestionably sad-eyed. Anc^ for a 
reason. This is an argument /so long 
persistent that it must be cleared up. 

Ontario people are sad-gyed, be¬ 
cause prematurely they were brought 
in touch with woe through the med¬ 
ium of the Old Ontario Readers. The 
Old Readers, on which all children 
were brought up contained possibly 
the finest collection of gruesome un¬ 
deserved deaths, outside of the works 
of Edgar Allen Poe.

j Endings are hut beginnings. Notli-

j Following this thought, the celebra 
j ted preacher turned to the four Gospel 
| stories of the Bible, and their end-

In the conclusion of St 
Mark's story, after the visit to the

NOTICE TO THRESHERS 

Threshers who are completing thd 
work this spring w’hich was interrup¬ 
ted by the unfavorable weather in the' 
fall ,of 1927 are reminded that they 
are required to send in to the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture full returns 
showing the number of acres and 
number of bushels of the various 
grains threshed for individual farm¬ 
ers from the 1927 crop.

Farmers and Others Ultimately 
Happy and Satisfied 

In Southern Alberta, when we 
speak of the weather we are not mere 
ly uttering words.We are speaking of, 
something that concerns us vitally. 
Fairly enough, we have been called 
“weather switherers,” because our at 
mosphere conditions make or break 
us. Worse than that, we are not at 
all times agreed on what is good 
weather. With our ranching friends 
to the westward, we lejoied in a Chin¬ 
ook But if it grows too zealous, we 
mourn with our farmers, who see 
their farms drifting from under them, 
If the show lies, heavy upon tire 
wheat lands, we contemplate happily, 
the spring moisture—until we think 
of the cattle on the thousand hills. 

Swither! Who wouldn’t? If'it is 
a wet spring, we shiver for the new 
born caj\ es and know that the work¬ 
ers will never get on the land. They 
usually get on the land, but some¬ 
times almost don’t. 

Then comes the season of the June 
frost. We anticipate and usually es¬ 
cape it. The crops are beautiful. 
What now-dread is ahead? Perhaps 
grasshopper, perhaps drought, cer j 
tainly hail, our spirits rising and fal¬ 
ling with each different cloud effect. J 

August comes. The crops stand 
proudly. "What now? The chilly | 
night with frost. Thousands of noses 1 
are turned upward sniffing the air for i 
frost. No frost. 

Then the September snow storm— 
the rains that actually do material¬ 
ize. The cruellest time of the year, 
when rich reward is almost in the 
hand. But not quite. Sometimes, as 
in this year, our dread anticipations 
are realized. There is reason, thougli 
no benefit, in our swithering. 

—We often,dream of liferoli a high¬ 
er plane, where rain doth not corrupt 
nor hail break through and steal. Al¬ 
bertans will be there in goodly num¬ 
bers. They certainly have earned it- 
But it will take them some time to ad 
just themselves to a non-worrying cli 
mate. 

It will be easy enough to recognize 
fellow-westerners by their brown 
achieving faces and their long-dis¬ 
tance eyes. As we arrive, a stranger, 
wg chance to hear “Great dqy,—looks 
like- a chinook.” At once we recog¬ 
nize the man for a rancher. We see 
a big brown, twinkl.v-eyed fellow, 
with his four-inch halo pulled well ov¬ 
er his face, and the shade of a re<l 
scarf round his neck- An old friend 
from High River. His companion, ev¬ 
idently a farmer, replies querulously' 
“man, man, don’t say chinook—that 
blame chinook may carry my farm 
clear to Winnipeg—I must see Wood 
about this.” He is still earth-bound, 
poor fellow. 

Amongst the spirits are many rep¬ 
resentatives from many points, still 
with a hang-over of earthly woes. 
The old cow jnen of course, are limp¬ 
ing rather conspicuously, refusing to 
fly, and lamenting loudly the absence 
of their good old broncs. They are 
recalling similar times in the earth- 
world when they were set afoot, 
miles—at least two miles—from any¬ 
where. 

Scattering round are little groups 
of men, observing conditions keenly, 
and drafting resolutions.—These are 
U.F.A.’s. 

Women are very prominent. They 
too, are taking an active interest in 
general events. One group is busily 
discussing Resolution 2367 re child j 
welfare, when one woman of the 
group interrupts - proceedings with a 
piefeing shriek. She thinks she has 
seen a hail cloud. Excitement spreads. 

A panic threatens, only averted by 
Mr. Wood’s personal assurance that 
there is no hail on this plane. Dis¬ 
cussion is resumed. 

Take it all in all, this weather prop 
ositlori has grown to he such an ole 
session with us, that it is feared we 
will have to pass through many 
planes, before we Albertans cease to 
sniff the air and scan the sky. 

However of one thing we may be 
reasonably certain, on the next plane 
—Western U.F.’s will be in control 
for some time to come, and from this 
we may have a general idea of pre¬ 
vailing atmospheric conditions. It 
will be good growing, No. 1 hard 
wheat weather, with an occasional 
mild chinook for the ranchers. Manu¬ 
facturers and townspeople generally 
may make what preparation they sec 
fit. 

. OIL NEWS 

Present indications are that the 
Dalhousie No. 1 well in Turner Val¬ 
ley, which was drilled in after many 
vicissitudes, will make 360 barrels 
of crude naptha a day. The well 
made 361 barrels during the first day 
of its flow when properly connected 
with the separator. These facts arc 
vouched for by company officials. It 
is quite possible that this well which 
is by far the best one so far in the 
field, with the exception of Royalite 
No. 4, will steadily increase its pro¬ 
duction. Royalite No. 4 increased 
production steadily for a long time 
after ,it blew in and has hot decreas¬ 
ed for any period since. The value 
of the crude naptha in the field is 
.$3.95 per barrel. J.ll. McLeod, man¬ 
ager of the Imperial drilling opera¬ 
tions, stated that it would be possi¬ 
ble to get a la tter estimate of ’the 
production when the figures for 
monthly production are made public.

A HANDICAP TO THE TRADE 

That one of the most aggravating 
problems confronting the egg tiade 
at the present time is the far too fre¬ 
quent marketing of dirty eggs, is the 
opinion of Mr. W. A. Brown, chief of 
the 1 oultry Division of the Dominion I 
Live Stock Branch. Farmers should [ 
realize, states Mr. Bfown, that -they 
can do much towards improving the ! 
egg industry by taking steps to pre¬ 
vent the production and marketing of 
dirty eggs and by discontinuing the | 
very 'undesirable practice of washing I 
eggs before marketing. Under any 1 
circumstances, it is ' inevitable that a j 
few slightly dirty or stained eggs ! 
will appear. But the farmer who J 
consistently produces and maiketsi 
large numbers of dirty eggs surely I 
does not realize the had effect of this I 
practice on his market. These eggs j 
are unpopular with consumers and j 
hi many cities it is almost impossible j 
to sell them at any price Washed j 
eggs are even more dangerous to the I 
poultry industry than dirty ones. ; 
Washing destroys the natural protec | 
tive bloom of the egg shell and, the I 
shell being damp, mould spores often 
enter causing the egg to become unfit 
for food. At the same time it is not j 
difficult to prevent the production of 
dirty eggs. What is needed is an 
abundance of clean, dry litter on the 
floor, plenty of nests, about one to 
every six hens, clean straw in the 
nests, and frequent gathering of the 

eggs.

According to a Washington state¬ 
ment more than a billion of dollars a 
year is lost by the people of the 
United States to get-rich-quick pro¬ 
moters and swindlers and the unfor¬ 
tunate part is that most of that 
amount is taken from widows and 
those who have only small means and 
want to get rich quick. As a rule the 
swindlers work through the mails.
